insert "If the department determines that all or a portion of real 

property or an interest in real property that was a cquired through 

condemnation within the previous ten years is no lo nger necessary for 

a transportation purpose, the former owner has a ri ght of repurchase 

as described in this subsection.  For the purposes of  this subsection, 

"former owner" means the person or entity from whom  the department 

acquired title.  At least ninety days prior to the date on which the 

property is intended to be sold by the department, t he department must 

mail notice of the planned sale to the former owner o f the property at 

the former owner's last known address or to a forwa rding address if 

that owner has provided the department with a forwa rding address.  If 

the former owner of the property's last known addre ss, or forwarding 

address if a forwarding address has been provided, is no longer the 

former owner of the property's address, the right o f repurchase is 

extinguished.  If the former owner notifies the dep artment within 

thirty days of the date of the notice that the forme r owner intends to 

repurchase the property, the department shall proce ed with the sale of 

the property to the former owner for fair market va lue and shall not 

list the property for sale to other owners.  If the  former owner does 

not provide timely written notice to the department  of the intent to 

exercise a repurchase right, or if the sale to the for mer owner is not 

completed within seven months of the date of notice  that the former 

owner intends to repurchase the property, the right  of repurchase is 

extinguished. " 
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  EFFECT:  Provides a former property owner whose property o r 

interest in a property was originally acquired thro ugh 

condemnation within the previous 10 years by the WS DOT with a 

right of repurchase for that property if the WSDOT determines that 

the property is no longer necessary for a transport ation purpose 

and should be sold as a surplus property.  A former  property owner 

is defined as the person or entity from whom the WS DOT acquired 

title.  The WSDOT is required to mail notice at lea st 90 days 

prior to the planned sale of a surplus property to the former 

owner's last known address or forwarding address, w hich must be 

the correct address in order for the right of repur chase to 

survive. If the former owner notifies the WSDOT wit hin 30 days of 

the date of the notice of the former owner's intent  to repurchase 

the property, the WSDOT must sell the property to t he former owner 

at fair market value without listing the property f or sale to 

other owners. If the former owner does not provide timely notice 

of intent to repurchase, or if the sale to the form er owner is not 

completed within seven months of the notice from th e former owner, 

the right of repurchase is extinguished.
